Mr.  Chairman., 

Ladies  &  Gi-entlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  second  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  vital  statistics  of  this  area 
throughout  the  year  1949 o 

The  report  is  an  ordinary  report  and  is  written 
in  conformity  with  the  suggestions  contained  in  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  No, 2/90  dated  the  25th  of 
January,  ,1950 • 

I  am  again  pleased  to  report  that  the  year 
u.nder  review  has  been  a  very  good  one  in  almost  all 
respects.  The  population  has  increased.  The  Birth  Rate 
is  still  higher  than  the  .national  rate  this  year  by  2 
births  per  1,000  of  the  population.  However,  this  is  a 
drop  from  last  year  when  the  rate  was  22.9*  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  Birth  Rate  for  the  area  is 
considerably  above  the  rate  of  the  County  as  a  whole.  The 
death  rate  is  considerably  lower  than,  rhe  National  and 
County  rates.  The  I.nfant  Mortality  compares  almost 
exactly  with  the  new  low  record  national  figures,  but 
slightly  in  excess  of  the  counry  rate. 

In  regard  to  Housing,  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
stating  that  1  believe  the  good  state  of  health  in  this 
area  to  be  due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  Council's 
excellent  Housing  output,  particularly  since  the  war, 
and  j.t  i'-3  llkclv  that  we  shall  very  soon  be  reaching  the 
timie  when  we  will  be  in.  a  position  to  consider  demolition 
of  some  of  the  less  suitable  properties  in  the  Council's 
district . 
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The  follov/iag  table  compares  various  Rates  in  this  Area  with  those  of  liDgland  and  Wales  ond  certain  selected 
groups  of  town.3  together  with  the  administrative  County  of  Norfolk  for  the  year  1949*

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 
Section  47 

On  the  25th  April,  the  Council  brought  tho  case  of  a  half- 
starved  man  of  suo-normal  intelligence,-  aged  74?  li/ing  alone  in 
a  filthy  state,  before  the  local  Magistrates  Courts,  Tho  case  was 
not  defended  and  the  Court  ordered  his  removal  to  Beech  House, 
Gressenhall  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  months 0  He  v/as  removed 
by  ambulance  on  the  27th  of  April,  but  I  regret  to  record  that  he 
died  in  the-  Homo  on  rho  yfch  of  May.  The  certificate  r. imply  stated 
senility  as  the  cause  of  death.  Before  the  Council  were  asked  to 
take  action  in  tho  caso  he  had  boon  visited  on  many  occasions  by 
the  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  an.d  Staff  to  persuade  him  to 
have  a  Heme  Help  or  go  to  hospital  for  a  while  as  a  voluntary  patient, 
but,  he  was  adamant  in  his  refusal  to  co-operate  and  it  v/as  obvious 
that  he  would  soon  die  of  neglect. 
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I  should  like  to  record  rny  thanks  to  the 
ChairiTian  aiid  members  of  the  jPublic  Health  Coriiniitteo  for 
their  continued  support  and  encouragement.  To  my 
colleagues  in  other  Departments,  and  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  I  tender  my  gratitude.

supply  be  made  available  to  the  inhabita.nts  as  an 
erfiergency  measu.ro.  -*-his  Emergency  Scheme  was  put 
into  operation  in  December  of  1949,

At  the  e.nd  of  1949?  the  Council  were  able  to  ask 
their  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  detailed 
docunenos  nor  tiie.ir  Major  v^'ater  Sc}.j.eme  for  submission 
to  the  Ministry  o.f  Health.  This  scheme  is  to 
provide  for  a  supply  to  t2ie  Pa.rishes  of  East  and 
West  Braue.nham,  Holme  Hale,  Nocto-n,  Sporle, 

Asnill,  Sahara  To.ney  and  North  Picker  ham,  which 
coijprj.se  the  La.stern  an.d.  most  j^cpulated  part  of 
the  Cou.ncj.l's  area.  It  is  estimated  that  this  will 
make  water  available  to  approximately  45/'o  of  the 
population  of  the  district.
